International 
comity forbids us to assume that Chief of Po- 
lice Henntéssy’s murderers were tried by a 
venal corrupt tribunal. Such an assumption 
would be an insult to the United States, 
although Americans are quite at liberty to 
insult their own tribunal. 


THE RECALL. 


HOW THE WITHDRAWAL OF THE MINISTER I5 RE- 
GARDED AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1.—As stated in 
these dispatches yesterday, Baron Fava, the 
Italian Minister, notified the Secretary of 
State that he had been recalled by his Govern- 
ment, as the Government of the United States 
had failed to give any assurance that those 
who murdered Italian subjects at New Or- 
leans would be punished. He expressed the 
sentiment that his withdrawal was an ex- 
pression of dissatisfaction on the part of his 
Government at the failure of this Government 
to do anything or give any assurances that 
something would be done. 

The impression here was that the Italian 
Government would at least wait until the 
action of the New Orleans Grand-jury was 
made public as that jury is expected to take 
up the mob affair. From the action of the 
Italian Government, however, it is to be 
gathered that it had pretty reliable informa- 
tion to show that the action of the New Or- 

eans Grand-jury would be merely formal. 
PURELY A LOCAL QUESTION.

g. NON@ ofthe Government officers here 
have any right to intérrere and the punish- 
ment of the offenders is a matter for the state 
of Louisiana to attend to. The Italians insist 
that they must have assurances of protection 
from the National Government, regardless of 
the constitutional relations of the State and 
National Governments. 

In the State Department quite a commotion 
was caused by the announcement of Baron 
Fava’s withdrawal, but no one in the Depart- 
ment had anything to say about it, being 
anxious to find a precedent to judge from be- 
fore venturing an opinion. 

The Italian Minister asked for no passports, 
and it is taken as an indication that matters 
are not to be pushed to extremes, as a rule, 
when pagsports are asked for they are for 
protection. 

The Ministry is left in the hands of the 
Charge d' Affaires, whose authority, just at 
present, is rather undefined. 

No extra session of Congress will be called, 
as the Government has gone as far into the 
matterasitcan. It is said by a gentleman 
well versed in foreign matters that the re- 
cent changes in the Italian Cabinet have 
more to do with Fava’s recall than anything 
else. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL MILLER’S VIEWS. 


Attorney-General Miller takes a hopeful 
view ofthe situation. There are questions 
of international law involved in this New 
Orleans dificulty,’’ he said, ‘‘but I prefer 
not to discuss them atthistime. However, I 
will say that I see nothing particularly alarm 
ingin theaction of the Italian Government 
in recalling Baron Fava. Coming, of course, 
on the heels of the New Orleans tragedy a far 
different construction is likely to be placed 
upon it than it would r ive at any other 
time, but it should also be borne in mind that 
Baron Fava’s recall may have been contem- 
plated even before this trouble at New Or- 
leans occurred. I had understood three 
months ago that a report was abroad 
to the effect that the Italian Gov- 
ernment was considering the recallof Baron 
Fava. The statement was made that he 
has been accused of all sorts of unpleasant 
things, among which were the alleged gale of 
the decoration of ‘‘The Cross of the Crown of 
Italy,’’ with being mixed up in the padrone 
system, and in a tobacco contract, under 
which it is charged that he and some other 
Italians defrauded the Italian Government 
out of several million francs. In giving this 
I do not vouch for the _ reliability 
ef my informant, but it was passed 
around in diplomatic circles. The mere re- 
call of a Minister does not imply hostilities in 
the least. It is possible that his recall is con- 
nected with these charges, but ifthis were 
the case it would have been in order for him 
to have announced the name of his successor 
atthe time of presenting his recall tothe 
Secretary of State. This he did not do.’’ 

NOT WORRYING ABOUT IT. 
The State Department is not worried over 
the new aspect placed on the diplomatic re- 
lations of Italy and the United States by the 
withdrawal of Baron Fava. It is stated 
on very good authority that the mat 
ter, far from being looked upon as 
of a very serious nature by the administra- 
tion, is believed to be the outcome of the re- 
cent change in the Italian ministry at Rome 
as wellas dissatisfaction with Baron Fava. 
The Baron has been in Wash- 
ington for ten years, and about five 
months ago it was announced 
from Rome that he would be recalled from 
Washington on account of d management 
of Italian affairsinthe Unit States. This 
announcement was not official.in character, 
and nothing followed to show. that it was 
correct, but within a month or two the 
State Department has been notified that 
Baron Fava would return to Italy this gum- 
mer on leave of absence. hile the 
Administration does not

A PERSONAL ASPECT. 


WHY BARON FAVA WAS DISLIKED BY SECRE- 
a TARY BLAINE. 

Wasuincron, D. C., April 1.—The im- 
pression is deepening in diplomatic circles 
that there isa decidedly personal aspect to 
the withdrawal of Baron Fava. It 
is learned that last year Mr. Carl. 
ton, the United States Consul at 
Palermo, made a formal report to the Secre- 
tary of State upon the subject of brigandage 
in Italy. He described a number of cases of 
outrageous treatment of foreign citizens— 
American included—by the Italian banditti 
and proceeded to score the Ital- 
flan Government deeper Mr its failure 
to suppress these red-handed criminals 
and defend foreigners im Italy. This report 
was published in this country in a much 
dtluted form and aroused the indignation of 
Baron Fava, the Italian Minister. He 
promptly notified his Government 
of the nature of the report 
and announced a. determination to 
secure the Consul’s recall. In Secretary 
Blaine’s absence he was able to dothis. Mr. 
Blaine was much displeased at the action 
that had been taken,but it was too late to re- 
call the department’s decision. Consequent- 
ly the relations betweeen the Secretary and 
the Baron e somewhat less 
pleasant than they had been 
and according to some gossip that is floating 
about the State Department, by some means 
not exactly described, but well Known in 
that science of diplomacy, the Italian Gov- 
ernment came to understand that a repre- 
sentative on more cordial terms with 
prominent United States officials 
might obtain more favorsfor his Govern- 
ment. Favors were much in demand in 
Italy, which had been sadly pinched by the 
ironclad provisions of the McKinley 
tariff act, and entertained the belief, 
based on European customs, other con- 
cessions could be arranged by the 
executive branches of the two Governments 
irrespective of legislation. So the Baron's 
usefulness in the United States had been im- 
paired (according to State Department 
gossip) and the opportunity was «looked for 
when the experiment ofa new representative 
might be tried, 


VIEWS OF PROMINENT MEN. 


WHAT REPRESENTATIVE M’CREARY SAT 
CONSUL MASIGLIA OF PHILADELPHIA. 

WASHINGTON, April i.—The general opinion 
here is that the Italian Government has acted 
hastily in recalling Baron Fava. Mr. McCreary 
of Kentucky, Chairman of the Forelgn Affairs 
Committee in the last Democratic House 
of Representatives, and who is well 
posted on relations with foreign countries, 
says that he regarded Italy’s action as pre- 
mature,as this Government had promptly 
begun an investigation into the New Orleans 
matter. Hesaysthat now the United States 
isthe one demanding an explanation and 
that Mr. Blaine can be depended upon to be 
bold, dignified and sufficiently aggressive to 
let Italy know thatthe United States cannot 
be treated with contempt. is 


CONSUL MASIGLIA. 
 PHILAPSLPRis,. April .t.Chevaticr A. R. 
Masigiia, the Italian Consul at this port, said 
last night that the news of Baron Fava’s re- 
call was a complete surprise to him. 

I know of no reason for his recall. I read in the 

pers that I last received from Italy that Baron 

“ava had asked fora leave of absence, but had been 
told his Government to re n th his legation 
until the negotiations with the United States over 
the unfortunate occurrence at New Orleans were 
ended. This is unofficial, however, and I know 
nothing myself about it. ° 

Speaking of the possible outcome of the dis- 
turbance at New Orleans the Consul said: 

Ido not know what reparation my Government 
might ask provided the United States Government 
fails to take any action in the matter. Certainly the 
rtand taken by the Governor of Louisiana has not 
been diplomatic The first moral reparation to be 
made in an r of that kind is the arrest of the 
leader of the mob. That certainly has not been done 
in this case. 


JUDGE GRESHAM. 

CCA, III., Aprili.—Judge Gresham, in 
speaking last night about the Italian Minis- 
ter’s recall said he was unwilling to believe 
that the Italian Government has recalled 
Baron Fava. The State of Louisiana is inves- 
tigating the New Orleans affair, and until the 
investigation is finished no conclusion can be 
reached. 

**I don’t think, he said, that any ques- 
tion of international law is involved. An 
Italian in New Orleans has a right to the 
same protection that is extended to our 
citizens, and if one lawlessly harms the 
Italian his Government has no more to do 
with it than if an Italian citizen should be 
assaulted here in Chicago. In the latter in- 
stance it would be expected that the city 
would take measures to punish the offender, 
but the Italian Government would have no 
occasion to interfere.’’ : 


CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW. 

New Tonk, April 1.—Chauncey M. Depew 
says: ‘‘Italy will never declare war, and if 
she does she could not carry it on for twenty 
days at the longest. Italy, he continued, 
is practically bankrupt. Financially she is 
the poorest of the European countries, and in 
her endeavor to keep pace with the tremen- 
dous armaments of her sister nations she has 
ground down her people until she is the most 
poverty stricken and wretched of all civil- 
ized countries. I repeat, her credit is so bad 
that lack of money would compel Italy to 
stop war operations twenty days after war 
had been declared. : 

In the event of war with this country Italy 
would rely on her naval force. The Italian 
navy is second only to that of Great Britain. 
She would send a fleet of big tronclads west- 
ward and they would probably anchor at 
Sandy Hook. Their guns could send tons of 
metal into this city ten miles away. We 
have no ships nor guns to co with them. 
But I think that before the Italian ironclads 
could reach this country our harbor would be 
protected with torpedoes, while a fleet of tor- 
pedo boats would prove destructive to their 
big ships.’’ 


SENATOR SHERMAN. 

Pirron, Pa., April 1.—Senator Sherman 
passed through this city on the Western ex- 
press this morning. When asked his opinion 
on Baron Fava’s recall he said: ‘‘Baron Fava 
may have been a little too hasty,and he 
thought maybe Italy did not thoroughly un- 
derstand American methods of doing busi- 
ness.’’ He said he thought there was no 
prospect of a war with Italy.

* THE HOME RULE CAUSE. 


ARCHBISHOP WALSH'S VIEWS ON THE SITUA- 
TION IN IRELAND. 

Rome, April 1.—A representative of the 
Associated Press has had an interview with 
the Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, Archbisbop of Dub- 
lin. The Archbishop expresses the liveliest 
satisfaction that in a long audience with the 
Pope he found his Holiness perfectly ac- 
quainted with the position in Ireland. The 
Pope,’’ he said, ‘‘has followed every change 
jn the situation with sympathy. He has rec- 
Ognized that by legal means we will 
eventually obtain ogr Yights. He has 
never thought of interfering with Irish 
affairs while questions were of a 
purely political character. Those who pre- 
sume that the Pope 14 any action 
against Ireland were badly*informed. There 
may exist parties desirous of drawing the 
Vatican into a line of policy against us, but 
his holiness will not an ear to these inter- 
ested voices. He fully ves the attitude 
of the Irish clergy the present in- 
ternational! crisis. 

Mr. Gladstane’s victory in the elections is 
nearly certain. He will have at least a major- 
ity of fifty, sufficient to pass the home rule 
billinthe House of Commons. Possibly he 
will have enough strength to overcome the 
opposition ofthe Lords, but Mr. Gladstone 
will reform the existing electorate so as to 
ultimately assure his party of triumph. 
The success of home rule isonly a question 
of time and cannot be long delayed.’’ 

BENEFITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 

Q.: Once home rule is achieved, will the 
condition of Ireland ameliorate?’’ 

A.: Undoubtedly it will. The present ad- 
ministration is infected with abuses. The 
day we have administrative autonomy the 
abuses will disappear. An immediate large 
reduction in the expense of the Government 
will lead toa burst of prosperity. Supporters 
of the present Ministry plead good intentions 
toward Ireland and toward Catholic inter- 
ests. They try to showthat home rule work- 
ers put home rule before the church. 
1 know of no better test of 
sincerity in any cause than the 
sacrifice its supporters make for it. Mr. Glad- 
stone sacrificed the position of Premier for 
home rule. I am gatisfied that he is in 
earnest. When the present Ministry makes 
a similar or other substantial sacrifice for the 
advance of Catholic interests I shall be pre- 
pared to believe the sincerity of their profes- 
sions. They makeno sacrifices; they make 
only promises. 

Recurring to the actual situation, Arch- 
bishop Walsh said: ‘‘There is no conflict be- 
tween the bishops and priests and people. 
Mr. Parnell no longer represents a national 
force. He has followers here and there—pos- 
sibly everywhere there are some. This only 
shows that he still retains some power to 
weaken the National ranks and doubtless 
will havejuntil the§country is against him. We 
bishops simply gave expression to the sentt- 
ments of Catholic Ireland and had the 
courage to speakout when courage was 
needed. Mr. Parnell seemed to be on 
the point of carrying everything by storm and 
violence.The country was overawed.Gradual- 
ly the country, as a whoie,emboldened by the 
strong moral support ofthe bishops and 
clergy, bas taken courage to speak for itself. 
Numbers of over gealous Parnellites still 
stand by their leader. Some sibly con- 
tinue to believe themselves standing 
by the country. The elections will soon open 
their eyes to their deplorable error. Kil- 
kenny’s lead will be followed all over Ire- 
land. Some few unskillful politicians have 
raised the cry of dictation against the bishops 
and priests. The bishops have not dictated; 
they have only given courage tothe country to 
free itself from the intolerable dictatorship 
of Parnell. Ireland has made a noble rally. 
Though Mr. Parnell continues his mischiev- 
ous work of dividing and wrecking the 
National ranks, the voice of the country is 
* clear. His dictatorship is at an 
end.“

ATTENTIONS SHOWN THE GENERAL BY PRESI-

CITY OF MEXICO, April 1, via Galveston.— 
President Diaz yesterday received Nelson A.

Immedi- 
ate steps will be taken to hunt up the afflicted 
Chinamen and return them to China, It Is 
stated that within the past year the scourge 
has made great headway in the Paciffc 
province and that it has reached a point that 
Will imperil the settlement of British Colum- 
bia unless the Government takes immediate 
steps to wipe it out. 


GERMAN AFFAIRS. 


FACTORIES DISCHARGED— 
REGAINED IMPERIAL FAVOR. 

BERLIN, April 1.—About 12,000 workmen 
were dispensed with in the German State 
rifie factories, allthe new rifies needed for 
the army and reserves being ready. This 
effects a very important saving in military 
expenses, but cannot fall to cause consider- 
able suffering as most of the dismissed work- 
men have families. 

REGAINED IMPERIAL FAVOR. 

It is said that the Rev. Dr. Stocker, the anti- 
Jewish court chaplain, recently dismissed by 
the Kaiser, has succeeded in regaininga cer- 
tain amount of Imperial favor. Dr. Stocker 
has been holding nces in Switzerland, 
and particularly at Basle, Berle and Geneva, 
on the social question in Germahy. The Ger- 
man colonies in Switzerland gave him a cor- 
dial reception. 

EMPEROR WILLIAM. 

Emperor William has started for Stettin, 
where he intends to pay a visit to the Vulcan 
Shipyards. From. Stettin the Emperor is 
going to Lubeck and Kiel, where he will stay 
for several days. . 

DR. KOCH DEPRESSED. 

Dr. Koch has returned to this city from 
Egypt. He enjoys excellent health but is de- 
pressed over the non-sucéess of his lymph. 

BISMARCK’S BIRTHDAY. 

Prince Bismarck’s 76th birthday is being 
celebrated with the eclat of a national 4 
day at Berlin and other cities of North Ger- 
many, and especially the industrial centers. 
Many who have been opposed to the Prince 
and his methods are joining in the celebra- 
tion, attesting the growth of Bismarck in 
popularity during his year of retirement. 

EVENTS ABROAD IN BRIEF. 

Thirty more bodies were recovered from 
the wreck of the steamship Utopia at Gibral- 
tar to-day, making the total number re- 
covered up to the present time 422. 

The St. Petersburg Military Tribunal has 
sentenced Prince Vadvolsky to three years 
detention in a fortress for killing Lieut.

NAMED THE HOUR. 


The Situation in the Coke Region Grow- 
ing Serious. 

PritTsBurGc, Pa., April 1.—The situation in 
the coke regions continues grave. No law- 
lessness has occurred for torty-eight hours, 
but the operators are still apprehensive, and 
look for an outbreak at any time. It is 
claimed that the word has been passed 
around for a general movement at 2.0’clock 
to-morrow morning. The strike leaders say 
it is not true that the time of the inaugura- 
tion of the eight-hour movement has been 
changed from May 1 to April 1. The situa- 
tion is desperate in the coke regions and the 
leaders, recognizing this, have determined 
to put their money in the coke strike and 
make the eight-hour movement elsewhere an 
after consideration. No general strike of 
miners, they say, will be ordered until after 
the interstate conference of mine owners and 
workers in this city next Tuesday. 

Six of the active labor leaders in the coke 
strike were arrested to-day on the charge of 
riot, assault and battery, conspiracy and un- 
lawful assemblage. Each gave $300 bail fora 
hearing April 15 at Uniontown. They are 
still confined at the coke regions. 

The Jimtown plant is running with in- 
creased output to-day, there being thirty- 
three diggers in the pit. Jimtown is to be a 
test town with the Frick Company, as more 
men have expressed a willingness to work 
there than at any other place, and the Frick 
Company will see that. they are protected.

IN VERY POOR HEALTH ANDALL HIS |. 


VIGOR GONE. ; 


The Sucess of His Reciprocity Policy Will 
Round Out His Public Life—Proposed | 
Restriction of Immigration—The Public 
Debt Decrease—Department Topics— 
Washington News. | 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—A prominent mem- 
ber of the United States Senate who has seen 
James G. Blaine within the last thirty-six 
hours says that the health of the Secretary of 
State is very poor. ‘‘Mr. Blaine is only keep- 
ing up through sheer force of win, the Sena- 
tor added. ‘‘He fully realizes his condition, 
and to him all the talk of his being a candi- 
date for President is pure folly. Any one who 
has talked toor seen Mr. Blaine during the 
last few weeks could see he is far from being 
himself. He has lost all his old-time vigor 
and has evidently lost all personal interest in 
political affairs so far as they do not pertain 
directly to his department. He is taking ex- 
cellent care of himself, and he does not ex- 
pect anything serious to happen to him in the 
immediate future. 

The country must soon understand that 
Mr. Blaine as a candidate for President in 
1892 is out of the question, for should he live 
ayearanda half more the excitement at- 
tending such a candidacy would be certain 
death. Indeed, Mr. Blaine has said more 
than once to intimate friends during the past 
week that his only hope is to live until his 
reciprocity scheme is carried to completion. 
If this hope is realized he will be content to 
close his public career. For this reason itis 
but natural that Mr. Blaine hopes to see 
President Harrison renominated.’’ 


THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


COMMODORE RAMSAY POINTS OUT ITS WEAK 
CONDITION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1.—Army and 
navy officers talked a good deal this morning 
about the action of the Italian Government. 
They did not apprehend war, but neverthe- 
less the chance of an unfavorable turn in 
the negotiations which might lead to the un- 
invited appearance of the Italian fleet in our 
harbors was not lost sight of. Commodore 
Ramsay, in charge of the Navigation Bureau 
ofthe Navy, is the officer by whose order 
our ships move from portto port and are 
manned. His bureau would, in case of war, 
be the one to outline and direct plans of cam- 
paign on the waters. He was asked this 
morning what was the condition of our naval 
defense. Saidhe: ‘‘How many Dattleships 
do you suppose we have? Just one, the 
double-turreted monitor, Miantonomah, 
now atthe New York navy yard, and she 18 
not completed. But one of her turrets is 
equipped with guns. However, by pressing 
forward we might finish her in a month, 

USELESS OLD MONTTORS. 

The old monitors which fought during the 
late war would be of little value the 
powerful battleships of European navies. 
The guns carried by these vessels could send 
a projectile through one side and out ot the 
other side of any turret in the monitor fleet 
which now lies below Richmond on the James 
River. Weare building two battleships, but 
many months will be required in which to com- 
plete them and many more to arm and 
plate them with armor. The armor has not 
yet been rolled. It is idle to talk of building 
a navy in a few months. The views set out 
by Senator Ingalls in his naval article are 
certainly not believed by himself, It is ridicu- 
lous to naval experts to hear boasts of re- 
peating what we did during the war. Then 
we were pitted against people without a 
navy and almost without the possibilities of 
one. We swelled our naval list rapidly to 
over 500 vessels. But what did they amount 
to? Anything that would serve as a gun plat - 
form or carry a gun was bougtit or built. 
Our new cruisers—about a dozen in number— 
would be of service and would be fought for 
all that they are worth. But they were never 
intended to stand beforearmored battle ships 
or against anything else than such unar- 
mored vessels as their own class. They 
would, however, be useful to destroy the lines 
of water communication by which a foreign 
naval force on our coast must receive their 
coal and supplies.’’ 

NEW YORK NOT IN PERIL. 

In conclusion Commodore Ramsay said he 
did not feelthat New York wasin imminent 
danger, even in the event of war. The heavy 
draft Italian war ships could not successfully 
bombard the city without entering the har- 
bor and they were not likely to enter the 
harbor because aside from the pefils of navi- 
gation certain preparations would and could 
speedily be made to render the water 
untenable for them. Submarine mines 
could be arranged, although it did not follow 
that a hostile vessel would be obliging enough 
to pass over them. Torpedoes could be 
planted, but the history of naval operations 
in the James River showed that they did not 
render a river impassable to a fleet. But 
these devices were all of use, and supple- 
mented by other defensive measures that 
could be adopted, but which could not now 
be described, they would probably make any 
city tolerably safe from a naval attack. 

Many naval officers here are very happy 
over the situation. Most of those in Wash-

The Senate spent the entire morning dis- 
cussing a local option bill extending the 
limit from five to ten miles in which the sale 
of intoxicants shall be prohibited at Morrell- 
ton,ConwayCounty. The ten-mile limit would 
include Plummerville, the town at which 
Clayton was assassinated and where saloons 
have been in operation ever since its incor- 
poration. Seventeen speeches were made for 
and against the bill. A numberof citizens 
from Morrellton and Plummerville have been 
here since Monday lobbying among the mem 
bers of the Legislature, those from Mor- 
rellton favoring the dil and those 
from Plummerville being opposed tot. The 
bill finally passed by a vote of 1s yeas tos 
nays.

Romr, Ga., April 1.—#tate Chemist White 
gave some damaging testimony in the trial of 
Mrs. Ora McKee yesterday. it made a strong 
link in connection with evidence showing the 
manner of Mrs. Wimper’s death and Mrs.

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If American citizens charged with crime 
in a foreign country had been massacred by 
a mob after they had been acquitted by its 
courtesand if our Government’s demand 
for the enforcement of the law against the 
murderers had been met with what seemed 
to be merely shuffling excuses for total un- 
willingness or inability to punish mob 
murder and compel respect for treaty 
guarantees, publicsentiment would compel 
our Government to resent such trifling ina 
vigorous manner. It is very manifest that 
the Italian Government is under just such 
compulsion now. The Italian mind is 
wrought up to a frenzy of excitement by 
the failure to arrest any of the well-known 
leaders inthe New Orleans jail murders, 
and by the apparent disposition of the 
local authorities and of the press of this 
country to justify or excuse those murders. 

It is not improbable that the new Italian 
Premier wanted a new man in Fava’s 
place, and has recalled the latter with the 
double purpose of affecting Italian politics 
and impressing the gravity of the situation 
upon the New Orleans Grand-jury and the 
American authorities generally by such a 
vigorous and serious demonstration as 
squints at an impending suspension of 
diplomatic relations with this country. 

Such action, pending an investigation of 
the murders by the courts, is a too hasty 
and rather insulting assumption that the 
latter will not do their duty and that the 
American authorities are unwilling or 
powerless to mete out justice according to 
civilized methods. It was a mistake which 
will give Mr. BLAINE something to write 
besides humiliating explanations of the 
inability of our Government to make local 
mobs respect treaty rights, or to dictate 
the findings and verdicts of juries. 

The United States Government cannot ex- 
cuse or palliate the New Orleans affair or 
any failure of justice in that connection. 


But it can protect our coasts and get along | 


without the friendship of Italy until the 
latter resumes friendly relations with us. 
Probably the principal result of the rup- 
ture, if any ensue, will be a new statute 
giving United States Courts fuller juris- 
diction over crimes against treaties and 
against the persons of foreigners.

A NEW QUESTION. 

The United States Government is de- 
pendent on the State authorities for the 
enforcement of treaty rights in a limited 
sense only. It has been, assumed that the 
State authorities could be depended on to 
protect the subjects of treaty powers from 
murderous mobs, or to make an example 
of those who lead such mobs to acts of 
murder, and therefore Congress has never 
deemed it necessary to clothe the United 
States Courts and Marshals with jurisdic- 
tion in such cases. 

But the Constitution makes treaties a 
part of the supreme law of the land 
and vests in Congress the authority 
to provide for the protection of treaty 
rights through the machinery of the United 
States Courts. The Federal Government 
cannot dictate the verdicts of juries in 
either State or Federal Courts, but it can 
be held responsible for the failure of Con- 
gress to provide Federal Court protection 
for treaty rights where the State Courts 
fail to give such protection. 

This New Orleans case, the first of its 
kind, will certainly raise the question how 
far the Federal Government can evade its 
treaty obligations and shirk its responsi- 
bility by sneaking behind its alleged lack 
of power to punish crimes committed 
within the States. It punishes infractions 
of Federal statutes within the States, and 
the Constitution vests in it ample authority 
to provide Federal Court protection for the 
subjects of treaty powers.

NO WAR WITHITALY. 


The people who are clamoring for the ex- 
penditure of enormous sums on a monster 
navy and on coast defenses fog the protec- 
tion of our rich seaports, will make the 
most of the present opportunity to magnify 
the danger we arein from a hostile visit 
from the really formidable navy of Italy. 

Pictures of New York or Boston at the 
meroy of Italian iron-clads and saving 
themselves from destruction by paying any 
sum Italy may demand as an atonement for 
the New Orleans mob’s work will be kept 
before our eyes till this diMiculty 
is settled. Against such a spectacle 
of national humiliation presented 
even as a possibility, any matter of 
money for defense would weigh as dust in 
the balance with the American people. 

But the expense of holding up her end of 
the Dreibund and of carrying on her Abys- 
gsinnian war and colonization schemes has 
strained Italy’s credit, and the situation in 
Burope just now promises a war that will 
furnish ample work for all of Italy’s war- 
like resources. With Russia threatening 
the Dreibund on one side and France on 
the other, Italy is under strong bonds to 
keep peace with the United States, and is 
not likely to resort rashly to force to ob- 
tain proper reparation for the New Orleans 
affair until all other means have been tried

WHAT IT PROPOSES TO DO IN THE PRES- 
ENT LOCAL CAMPAIGN. 


Some Slight Similarity Between Its Plat- 
form and That of the American League, 
Recently Exposed at Chicago — No 
Antagonism of Religion or Nationality 
—Chicago League Oath, 


The St. Lonis branch of the American 
Patriotic League has excited much curiosity 
end discussion since it stepped in as a feature 
inthe present local campaign. It isa secret 
organization, and itis claimed has a lar 
membership in this city. At its meeting - 
urday last it indorsed a number of candidates 
for both branches of the Assembly, and 
pledged itself to support them actively 
at the polls. The candidates selected by 
the League claim they sought no 
such indorsement and some of them go so far 
as to state they do not care for the support of 
the organisation. Few of them knew of the 
existence of the local branch until its action 
of last Saturday. Much has been said of late 
concerning the League and its aims and ob- 
jecs have been construed in several ways. 
Some have asserted that wasa branch or an 
ally of the U. O0. PD., or American 
League recently exposed in Chicago. The 
Chicago League was strictly American in its 
workings, but its main object was to antag- 
onise Roman Oatholics to the extent of 
checking their influence in public affairs. 
Those. who claim to know anything of the 
Patriotic Ledgue insist that it has no connec- 
tion whatever with the Chicago organization 
and that it has no disposition to attack any 
religious belief. 

THE LEAGUE'S PLATFORM. 

The headquarters of the American Patriotic 
League, as it is styled, are in New York City, 
and Wm. T. Darr is the General Secretary. 
It was organized there and it is now claimed 
has subordinate branches in nearly every 
State and city in the Union. Its platform of 
principles, according to circulars sent out 
from headquarters, is as follows: 

1. Restriction of immigration. 

2. Extension of the time required for 
naturalization. 

3. An educational qualification for every 
voter. 

4. One general 
free-school system. 

5. Public funds and public property not to 
be used for sectarian purposes. 

6. American lands for American settlers. 

7. These views to bejenforced by legislation. 

8. Any American citizen of good moral char- 
acter is eligible to membership in this or- 
ganization. 

SECRETARY DARR’S CIRCULAR. 

The following is a copy of the circylar sent 
out broadcast some time ago to extend the 
membership of the league: 

To protect and perpetuate our American 
institutions, the American Patriotic League 
has been Organized to enforce its principles 
through political action. All who indorse its 
views are welcome to its ranks, regardless of 
their creed, color or nationality. Its objects 
are purely political and yet it does not pro- 
pose at this time to form a mere 
party, but hope to accomplish its 
work without interfering with the party af- 
fillations ofany of itsmembers. It opposes 
no man’s religion, nor does it care where he 
was born. It demands that American prin- 
ciples aud ideas shall be gefended and per- 
petuated, and that laws Ibe enacted to 
secure these objects. 

Every intelligent citizen is aware of the 
united and powerful forces with which we 
have tocontend. To dothis successfully or- 
ganization is necessary, and no time should 
be lost.to bring together those who are in

To meet together, express our views, and 
do nothing further, would be futile.

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RELEASING BONDED SUGAR. 
Thé Work Accomplished by Inspectors in 
the Early Hours of the Mornings. 

At about 120'clock last night the force of 
sixteen special deputy in e 
regular inspectors, under the command 
Capt. Young, Chief Inspector, 
the Collector of Customs’ office an 
of office was administered them. The force 
of clerks in the office were bard at work get- 
ting the papers for the release of ope. suse 
ready, and as quickly as they were Minis 
they were turned over to the different deputy 
inspectors, who were given the following in- 
structions at the same time: 

They were to inspect the locks and seals on 
the different cars assigned them, and see that 
they had not been in any way tampered r 
and then, on receipt ot a permit from the 
Collector, they were to break the seals, un- 
lock the cars and examine the sugar con- 
tained therein, seeing that all 1s below No. 
16, Dutch standard, and mark on the cases 
the grade. All sugar should be left in the 
cars they are brought in on, unless the car is 
reported in bad order, then the inspector 
should transfer the sugar toa sound car and 
make a note of it on the permit. 

Sugar cannot be obtained except Dy the 
presentation of the proper withdrawal papers 
and the permit from the Collector mentioned 
above. The inspectors were carefully cau- 
tioned by Capt. Young against making any 
mistakes or irregular inspections, and atl 
o’clock they filed out of the office, being taken 
to the various depots and tracks in carriages. 
A force of ten was sent across to East St. 
Louls, and by 20’clock the work of inspect- 
ing the 2,600 barrels of sugar received in this 
city and on the east side had begun. 

The work was done ina most thorough, 
quick and excellent manner, By 8 o’clock 
this morning all the sugar received here had 
been inspected and released at the Union 
Depot freight yards. The sugar was all in- 
spected by 4:300’clock. At the Merchants’ 
Terminal Association yard the work was 
completed by s:, and at the Wiggins Ferry 
Transfer Co. yards the work was completed 
atthe same time. Promptly at 5 o’clock the 
entire force of inspectors assembled at the 
foot of Poplar street and there crossed the 
river ina ferry boat awaiting them, to in- 
spect a large amount of sugar in the Air Line 
depot. They commenced the inspection 
there at 5:30, and in less than two hours the 
sugar had all been released. The only place 
where the work progressed slowly was at the 
T., St. L. & K. C. Depot in East St. Louls. 
When the inspectors arrived there they found 
but two barrels of sugar in the depot proper, 
the rest, amounting to 150 car-loads, being 
out in the yards, some four miles back from 
East St. Louis. Whén the inspectors arrived 
there, however, they found their troubles 
were not yet over, for the cars were scattered 
along a distance of over two miles and s0 
mixed up with others that it was only with 
the greatest difficulty that they could be 
found. All this, of course, has greatly re- 
tarded the progress of the work and up to 
noon to-day but 100 cars had been released. 
The rest, however, will all be inspected 
before nightfall, as the inspectors are work- 
ing like beavers to complete the work. 

Ten thousand barrels and sacks of sugar 
are expected to arrive this evening, and this 
morning’s mail brought the information to 
Collector Churchill that nearly 4,000 more 
would arrive sometime to-morrow,

Charles Patee, the Constable, Meets Re- 
sistance on Goodfellow Avenue. 


Charlies Patee, Deputy Constable of the 
Sixth District, is one of the maddest men in 
St. Louis this afternnon, and he has good 
reason to be. A large nondescript dog, be- 
longing to Wm. Tabor, residing on Goodfel- 
low avenue, isthe cause of hisanger. The 
dog is dead, while Patee is minus a new 
pair of trousers, a good coat and his 
customary good temper. Patee went out to 
Tabor’s house to replevin certain furniture 
and when he had finished reading the papers 
the dog was brought into the affair. First, 
the dog caught Patee by the pants, leaving a 
large and glaring hole, and next went up 
further and tore the constable’s coat. There 
was a wild scramble for supremacy, which 
Patee did not enjoy, but from which Tabor 
derived great pleasure, laughing immoder- 
ately at the Constable’s plight. Finally 
Patee got his hand on his pistol and within a 
few minutes the dog had passed from hence. 
But this did not mend the clothes and it was 
a long distance home, which place he reached 
after much humiliation. 


ASSAULTED A LUNCH STAND KEEPER. 


Abel Langfeld Beaten in a Cowardly Man- 
ner by Toughs. 


John T. Daly, William Collins, Henry Schu- 
ler, William Ramsey and Tony Leeper were 
defendants in the First District Police Court 
this morning in an action for disturbing the 
peace. The prosecution was the result of a 
cowardly assault made Sunday morning on 
Abel Langfield. The latter is the proprietor 
of a small lunch stand at the corner of 
Twelfth and Pine streets. About 2 o’clock in 
the morning he wasapproached in his stand 
by the five defendants who, according to his 
account, demanded a lunch and refused to 
show any money. Langfield announced 
that he would make no sandwiches until 
there was some money in sight. He was set 
upon in an instant and brutally beaten. One 
of his assailants burst open his left ear witha 
plate, while another stabbed him several 
times on the left cheek and neck. 
His screams attracted the attention of 
Officers Schoppe, Lyons and McMullen of the 
Central District, who arrested the men as 
they were making away. Langflield was re- 
moved to the City Dispensary, where Dr. 
Jordan put nineteen stitches in his head. At 
the Four Courts he positively identified all 
of the prisoners as having been 
in the gang at the time of the assault but was 
unable to say which ofthe men had stabbed 
him with the knife. For this reason no war- 
rant for assault with intent to kill could be 
obtained and the prisoners were 
sent into the First District Police Court. 
The case went to trial this mofning. 
There was nothing direct against either Daly 
or Collins and both were discharged. Leeper, 
Ramsey and Schuler were each assessed $15 
and costs which has not yet been paid. The 
defendants developed hoodlum tendencies 
several years ago and have at various times 
given the police considerable trouble.

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How an Amendment to Tax a Fran- 
chise Was Killed. 


COUNCILMAN VOGEL’S REMARKABLE 
CHANGE OF MIND. 


The Parties Making Careful Preparations 
to Run Certain Wards on Election 
Day— How the Benton-Bellefontaine 
Escaped Paying the Oity a Revenue— 
The Work of the Parties. 


When the Independents first came into the 
field the question on the lips of allthe party 
men was, What is the need for an n- 
dependent movement?’’ That question is 
never heard now. The reasons have been 
given time and again in the form of state- 
ments showing by what corrupt methods leg- 
islation is enacted at the City Hall. It will 
be necessary during the campaign to give 
the history of legislation there, and it would 
be dimcult to find a better example than the 
amendment of a certain bill which passed 
there within the-past month. The Benton- 
Bellefontaine line had a bill before the Coun- 
cil, granting the company additional privi. 
leges and franchises. When the bill came up 
for cotsideration Mr. Cole offered the follow- 
ing amendment. 

Amend by adding a new section to be known as 
Sec. 6, as iollows : 

In consideration of the privileges granted by this 
franchise, the, Benton Bellefontaine Railway Co., 
shall on the Sist day of December of each year dur- 
ing the existence of thisfranchise, pay into the City 
Treasury as follows; For the first five years the sum 
of $1, per year; forthe next five years the sum of 
$1,500 per year, and for the remainder of the term of 
the franchise, the sum of $2,500 per year. 

In other words Mr. Cole wanted the city to 
receive some revenue from the franchises 
which have beenso liberally granted. The 
amendment was adopted and Vogel voted for 
it, Comfort against it. 

What argument Mr. Comfort could advance 
for wishing to deprive the city of a revenue 
inthe interest of a private corporation it is 
difficultto say, but since he has invariably 
voted franchises which conveyed valuable 
privileges to their recipients, but brought 
Maothing to the city, it may be that without 
any argument he simply followed his usual 
rule. 

The bill went to the House of Delegates and 
there two amendments were made. One of 
them was unimportant, the other struck out 
sec. 6. The road evidently did not want to 
pay the price demanded by the city and the 
House of Delegates was complaisant enough 
to regard the interest and wishes of the road 
alone. 

VOGEL AND COMFORT’S CONDUCT. 

The bill was reported back to the Council 
with these amendments, and the question 
then before the Council was whether it would 
concur in striking out the amendment which 
ithad added. The pecullar feature of that 
night’s session was that the only men who 
spoke in favor of concurring were Vogel and 
Comfort. Vogel had voted for the amendment 
when it was made and Comfort had been op- 
posed to it, but now both spoke for concur- 
rence, and when the vote was taken the 
amendment was stricken out. The men who 
voted away this revenue were Comfort, Vo- 
gel (who had changed his mind since his for- 
mer vote), Bensiek, Hoolan, Metcalfe, Rohan 
and Sloan. The men who voted against it 
were Cole, Ganahl, Horton, Nelson and Wal- 
bridge. Bythis action the city lost $50,000, 
forthe amount which the amendment re- 
quired the company to pay annually during 
the life of the franchise would have amount- 
in the whole to that much, but the boodle 
element in the Council continued its invaria- 
ble policy of giving franchises without de- 
manding anything for the city whatever.

The transfers 
have been very heavy since the last election 
and as the Board of Revisors did not make a 
canvass of the precincts to find out whether 
the removals and deaths had been recorded 
on the books the parties have the 
opportunity they sought to do some 
lively repeating on April 7. The trans- 
fers have been very heavy, yet 
the bulk of them are confined to the First, 
Second, Third, Fourth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
Nineteenth and Twenty-sixth Wards. In 
these wards the Noonanites feel they can 
‘‘run things’’ as they please, and quantities 
of voters have transferred from one ward to 
another, intending to vote in both. The 
Independents, however, have begun prepar- 
ations for active work on that day which 
will prevent a good deal of repeating, and 
they have had agsurances from the honest 
voters in the wards that they will find ready 
assistance in their endeavors. They will 
make a canvass of the wards and find 
out who the voters are, and at 
the polis there will be men to 
challenge the vote of any man who does not 
live within the ward and who is not onthe 
books. 

UNSCRUPULOUS PARTY WORK.

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WIRE MILL PROFITS. 


Why John W. Gates Is Against Tariff 
Reform, 


Judge Valliant was engaged all morning in 
hearing the appeal case of the St. Louis Wire 
Co. against the City of St. Louis, the appeal 
being from the report of the Commissioners 
appointed to assess damages and benefits 
resulting to property on Twent y-first street 
between Chouteau avenue and Gratiot street 
by reason of the construction of the Twenty- 
frst street bridge. 

The bridge is to take up the entire width of 
the street between curbs, leaving but ten 
feet on each side for road way and sidewalk, 
and the city intends to take a strip of ground 
twenty feet wide from the adjoining prop- 
erty on each side for a distance of 100 or more 
feet fora roadway. Twenty feet of the St. 
Louls wire mill win nave to be cut off from 
the front of the building in consequence, and 
the company want about $75,000 from 
the city as damages to their 
works and loss of business, in addition 
to what the commission, consisting of 
Messrs. E. B. Sherzer, James M. Carpenter 
and C. v. Scott, allowed them. The commis- 
sion allowed them only about $11,000, and half 
of that was for the ground taken, cost ‘of re- 
pairing the building and removing machin- 
ery, Only $5,783 being allowed for deprecia- 
tion of the property and for two months’ 
profits for stoppage of a portion of 
the works. The company took no ex- 
ceptions to the amounts allowed for ground, 
repairs or removal of machinery, but 
Claimed that the loss to their business would 
be nearer $30,000 than $5,000. In court this 
morning the value of the plant including 
ground, was placed at 810.000, this mill 
being worked in connection with a nal mill 
adjoining on one side and a barbwire mill on 
the other, all three being capitalized 
for $500,000. Aithough under one manage- 
ment, and in one corporation, they are oper- 


counts kept separate. The profits of the 
barb. wire mill and the nal mill were not 
given, their business not being damaged by 
reason Of the construction of the bridge, but 
the net profits of the plant for manufacturing 
straight wire were announced to the court to 
have been $147,000 last year, or over 100 per 
centon the capital invested. This may ex- 
plain why Mr. John W. Gates takes such an 
active interest in politics when the tariff is 
an issue and why he is so anxious to have 
wire mills protected by the Government. 
The profits have averaged nearly $90,000 a year 
for three years on this one piant alone. Ines- 
timating the probable profits of the company 
for the two months required forthe removal 
of a portion of the machinery the commission 
allowed only about 2% instead of 100 per cent 
profit. 

The company want the Court to allow them 
$24,000 as loss in profits for two months and 
$60,000 for damages to plant and business 
generally in addition tothe amount allowed 
by the commissioners for the ground taken, 
repairing building and moving machinery. 

The Court took the matter under advise- 
ment. 


NOT A COWARD. 


James McAlester Proves That His St. 
Louis Acquaintances Were Mistaken. 
James McAlester, who lost his life, accord- 

ing to telegrams received in this city, while 
endeavoring to save people in the burning 
Georgia Hotel at Dallas, Tex., last night, 
worked at the plastering trade in this 
city last summer, and is well known 
among building mechanics. McAlester when 
he met his death had already saved, it is 
said, at least a dozen lives, but he went into 
the burning building once too often and the 
floor above him fell, burying the brave man 
in the ruins. The people who knew McAlester 
and had worked with him were surprised at 
the news that he had displayed such heroic 
courage. 

It was a well-known fact, said one man 
who worked with McAlester, ‘‘that Jimmy, 
as we called him, was afraid, apparently, to 
goupashaky ladder,and would positively 
refuse to work on a scaffold which was not 
solidly built. This apparent dislike to run 
any risk caused him to be twitted [by his fel- 
low workmen. His heroic actions at Dallas 
are a big surprise to all who knew him, as he 
was morose, skeptical and seldom made 
friends. He was oneof those men whom 
people will persist in saying have 
a dark nature, but Nis bra- 
very proves to us that his heart beat kindly 
for people who were suffering or in danger. 
He wasa peculiar man, never making con- 
fidants of any one, therefore it is not Known 
from where he came. McAlester, I think, 
came to St. Louis from Cincinnati, but am 
not sure about it, as he never talked of his 
family affairs to any one. 


THE MILLINGTON MURDER. 


Testimony for the Prosecution All In—Plan 
of the Defense. 


DENVER, Colo., April 1.—The prosecution in 
the Millington murder trial finished its case 
yesterday. Itis expected the defense will 
not put all the witnesses, between thirty-five 
and forty, on the stand. The prosecution 
used only seventy-five out of 187 witnesses 
subpeened. Dr. Hallof Fort Collins yester- 
day was on the stand and was denounced by 
the defense as the Judas Iscariot who had 
betrayed Millington and Mrs. Avery and 
played detective while pretending to 
be their friend. He had even made 
love to Dillie Millington in order to 
get information to help the prosecution. 
He had advised Frank Millington to marry 
Mrs. Avery at once to stop the scandal, and 
when told that the marriage had taken place 
immediately wired the news to Frank Avery. 
Carl Murray, who had assisted in digging up 
the viscera, also testified, and Frank Avery 
was recalled to tell ofa conversation with Dr. 
Sewall relative to the destruction of the vis- 
cera by the chemical analysis. He denied 
ever having said that he wanted the amount 
ofacertain note to come from the W. H. 
Avery estate, as it would keep Mrs. Milling- 
ton out of that much.

Their Demands for More Pay and Short} 
Hours Conceded. 2 


PAINTERS LOSE THEIR COURAGE 
GO TO WORK AT THE OLD TERMS 


Boss Whiteners Consider the Demands ds 
Their Men Just and Make Immediate 
Concessions—The Determination of the 
Boss Painters to Hold Out Scares the 


Men. 


The painters’ strike is off. The menall 
went to work this morning. They abandoned 
their well-formulated plansat the critical 
moment, concluding that their present wages 
are better than a long struggle with the 
bosses. But the whiteners, 150 strona, stuck 
to their demand for87% cents per hour and 
eight hours’ work and won, not one employer 
refusing the demand. The whiteners had 
carefully concealed the fact that they would 
make their demand this morning and several 
employers were not aware of the fact until 
the men reported for duty. The victory is 
claimed by the men tobea signal one, and 
they deride the painters for not having a suf- 
ficient amount of nerve to go out. Toaddto 
the thoroughness of the victory for 
the whiteners not one employer held 
out against them, all conceding thot the 
demand fora raise of 24 cents per hour and 
a reduction of working hours from ten to 
eight was just. Bright and early the 
Excutive Committee of the  whiten- 
ers started on a round of the 
shops and by 9 o’clock the entire circuit 
had been made and the men ordered to work. 
Several other minor grievances were amica- 
bly settled at the same time and the employ- 
ers and employes started in with a thorough 
understanding of what each would expect 
during the season. Every pointof conten- 
tion was settled amicably and without delay. 
With the exception of wages the bosses were 
given the preference of certain concessions, 
each choosing the ones he felt he could most 
easlly make. 
AT THB PAINT SHOPS THIS MORNING. 

The boss painters were much surprised 
when their men all reported for duty and 
suspected that treachery would take place 
during the day. The employers in nearly 
every instance were at their desks earlier 
than usual, expecting that the Union men 
would all quit work. But all reported for 
duty, notwithstanding the demand that 
had been made. The bosses still sus- 
pected the men and accompanied them to the 
bulldings on which they were employed, re- 
maining away until almost noon. Whenthe 
men were spoken to they pleaded ignorance 
as tothe cause of the back-down in almost 
every instance. One man said that the 
‘*bosses and scabs were April fooled,’’ but 
several other unionists denied most emphat- 
ically that they had tndulged in sucha ghast- 
ly joke. One man sald: 

We have not received orders from the Ex- 
ecutive Committee to quit work as yet. It is 
not certain that the strike will be ordered, a 
great many of the men having weakened. 
True, I cannot understand what the affair 
means as I fully expected to be ordered 
to go on a “strike when I reached 
the shop this morning. No such 
order came and here Iam, slinging the brush 
as usual. All other men with whom I have 
talked Have expressed themselves in the 
same way, and the opinion prevails that 
some one has made a bad blunder. There 18 
no use denying the fact that we intended to 
strike this morning, but for some reason the 
climax was not reached. It is as big a surprise 
to us men as it will or can be to the puODNc, as 
we were fully expecting orders to immediate. 
quit work. Our union meeting takes place 
to-morrow night, and Iwill venture’to say 
that the Executive Committee will hear from 
this matter inno uncertain terms. It is my 
opinion that there will be no strike now until 
May 1, anyway.’’ 

A BUILDING TRADES’ COUNCIL VIEW. 

Secretary McMahon of the Building Trades’ 
Council was found in his office, and a look of 
deep disgust flitted across his face when the 
painters were mentioned. 

They're a fine set of men,“ he said. 
They came here, got the consent of the Bulld- 
ing Trades’ Councilto make this demand, 
secured the consent of the National Brother- 
hood of Painters and Decorators, and here 
reason why they doso. Itisa queer and un- 
accountable action. My private opinion is 
that they played a bluff game, and 
then threw up their hand before they 
called the bosses. There will be no Strike of 
the painters now, and by their foolish action 
this morning they have precluded the possi- 
bility of success. Such crawfishing ruins the 
possibility of success in other strikes and 
gives the bosses the impression that the men 
are weak and desire a compromise. Justnow 
we need to show in a decided way that there 
is plenty of determination amongst the labor- 
ing classes, as the greatest battle between 
capital and labor in St. Louis will be fought 
this spring. The painters asked to be 
allowed to touch off the first 
gun, and now we behold the prospect of them 
retreating before even an effort was made to 
hold the fort. This is enough to disgust any 
one, and contrasts strangely with the whit- 
eners, who have been organized only a short 
time. They won by being firm, just as the 
painters would have done.’’ 

The Painters’ Exchange did not meet this 


that they do not propose to pay more wages 
than they are at present. When spoken to In 
regard to the late threatened strike they 
merely smile and remark something to the 
effect that the men recovered their senses in 
time to avert serious trouble. :

The Marion 
‘imms College continued in its course 
despite the opposition and is now operating 
on a two-years’ course plan. The 
medical societies took up the mat 
ter and decided to stamp out 


what they considered an evil by securing the 
passage Of a law making a three years course 


mandatory. 
Drs. Todd, Glasgow and others 
were appointed by the various med- 


ica) societies to give thelr attention 
tothe matter.

The Su- 
preme Court reversed the judgment and dis- 
solved the injunctions, holding that the or- 
dinance is constitutional and valid. This will 
give the Southern Rallway a northern exten- 
sion and will be of great value to residents in 
the southern part of the city. 


May Not Get the Raise. 

The House of Delegates last night passed an 
ordinance amending the ordinances under 
which the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements draw their salaries. The new 
ordinance gives the President $5,000 a year, 
Water Commissioner $4,500, Street Oommis- 


sioner $4,000, Sewer Commissioner $3,500 
Harbor and Wharf Commissioner 
$2,000 and Park Commissioner $3,000. 


This is a raise all round and is a very nice 
thing for the board, but rightin the face of 
its passage stands a question of law which ts 
interesting but which will not be likely to re- 
sult fatally for the bill. 

The city charter provides that no officer of 


the City Government can have his 
salary increased during his term 
of office. This rule or law 


does not interfere in any way with the five 
members of the board whose terms expire 
now, but then the question comes in, can the 
President's salary be changed right in the 


center of his term? The commissioners 
agree that the change can De 
made now but will not take 


effect until 1893, when a new president is reg- 
ularly elected. Others hold thatthe salary 
cannot be changed at this time but must be 
left as it is until the last Council which meets 
within the term ofthat officer. When Gen. 
Stevenson was Assessor of Water Rates his 
salary was raised but he did not eet it, the 
Supreme Court rendering the following 
decision :

SHOT AND SHELL. 


A Naval Battle Off the Harbor of Valpa- 
raiso. 

BAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—Private advices 
from Valparaiso state that the ironclad 
Blanco, belonging to the insurgents, 
recently attempted to blow up the 
armed Government tug Florence with a 
fish torpedo. The aim was too low. The tor- 
pedo missed the tug, but struck a big floating 
dry dock in the harbor, blowing it 
to pleces, The Blanco was there- 
upon treated to a hot fire of 
shot and shell from every gun in the forts 
and steamed out of the harbor. The same 
night a torpedo boat and the tug 
Florence stole out to attack the Blanco. 
The iron clad was not alone, being in 
company with the sloop of war O' Higgins. 
Both ships compelled the government vessels 
to return to the harbor and fol- 
lowed in hot pursuit. A heavy 
shell from the Blanco struck the Florence, 
blowing her entirely out of the water, and 
every one of her crew of seventeen was 
either killed or drowned. 4  0»broad- 
side from the O’Higgins knocked the tor- 
pedo boat all to pieces. The two insur- 
gent vessels then turned their attention to 
the forts and a lively battle ensued. A shell 
from the forts struck the O’ Higgins and went 
clear through her. Another shell caused a 
gun on the quarter-deck to explode. 
When the smoke cleared away, the deck 
was found to have been literally torn out of 
the vessel, and nine men of the gun’s crew of 
twelve were blown to atoms. The sloop was 
at once taken out of the range ofthe guns in 
the forts.

ADDED TO CALVARY. 


THE FAMOUS CLAY FARM BOUGHT FROM 
' ARCHBISHOP KENRICK. 


The Calvary Cemetery Association has just 
closed a real estate deal which results in an 
addition to the cemetery grounds larger than 
the present cemetery itself. The trade in 


question wasthe purchase, from His Grace 


Archbishop Kenrick, of 242 acres of ground, 
the purchase price being $120,000. Of this sum 
$20,000 is to be paid cash, and the re- 
mainder in payments of $25,000 each, at 
intervals of time optional with the Cemetery 
Association. The negotiations leading to the 
purchase have been under way for nearly two 
months, being conducted on the part of the 
Calvary Cemetery Association by the follow- 
ing committee, composed of directors of the 
association: J. B. C. Lucas, Henry J. Spaun- 
horst, E. T. Farish, John Finn and Dr. F. L. 
Haydel. This committee was appointed 
early in February and instructed to take 


stept to secure for Calvary Cemetery such 


grounds as would permit of an extension of 
the present cemetery boundaries. The cause 
of that action wasthat the great city of the 
dead has been, forthe past few years, rap- 
idly approaching that point where its silent 
population threatenea to overcrowd its ca- 
pacity. From such acontingency it is now 
relieved for many years to come. 

' NEGOTIATING WITH ARCHBISHOP KENRICK. 

The committee at once entered into nego- 
tiations with Archbishop Kenrick, who, as 
the representative of his church, owned cer- 
tain property adjacent to Calvary. 

The result was the purchase of the 242 acres 
in question, the location of which may De in- 
dicated in a few words. The new addition 
lies directly northwest of the present ceme- 
tery, and there are no dividing streets or av- 
enues. It is bounded as follows: On the 
southeast by the cemetery, north by the 
Wabash Railroad tracks, northwest by Pratt 
avenue, south-southwest by Florissant ave- 
nue. It is described as a beautiful tract,espe- 
cially suitable for cemetery purposes. With the 
exception of about 20 acres, through which 
a small stream rurs, all the 242 acres can be 
utilized for cemetery lots and avenues. The 
Calvary Cemetery Association proposes toat 
once begin the work of improvement. Shrub- 
bery and grass will be planted throughout 
a portion of the addition, and the remainder 
will be rented out for garden purposes, sub- 
ject to the control of the cemetery, to be 
used for itsown purposes as the necessity 
for enlarging the great burial ground 
develops from year to year. Following 
the planting Of shrubbery, etc., in the near 
future the association will lay out additional 
lots and avenues. It is expected that in the 
course of time the entire addition of 252 acres 
will be used for cemetery purposes, giving to 
Calvary Cemetery a total area of 458 acres, its 
present size, without the addition, being just 
216 acres. 
A FAMOUS ofp ESTATE. 

The 242 acres added yesterday constitute 
what was well known as the Henry Clay 
farm, having at one time, it is said, been the 
property of that famous Kentucky 
statesman andidolof the Whig party. It 
was purchased many years ago by Arch- 
bishop Kenrick and has since been held as a 
part of the possessions of the Catholic 
Church in St. Louis. That such a famous old 
estate should end its history as a church 
possession and finally a portion of stately 
Calvary, seems peculiarly appropriate and 
adds additionalinterestto the close of the 
negotiations. It also forms a t- 
ting chapter in the history of Calvary Ceme- 
tery, which itself is associated with the 
name of Archbishop Kenrick almost from its 
beginning. 

THE PURCHASE OF CALVARY, 

Until the year 1867, the cemetery was owned 
by the Catholic Church. In that year the 
Calvary Cemetery Association wasformed,and 
the property, 216 acres in all. was purchased 
from Archbishop Kenrick, the purchase price 
being $65,000. Stock to that amount was is- 
sued by the newly formed corporation. The 
parties to whom the stock was issued turned 
their holdings over to the Board of Managers 
of the Male and Female Catholic Orphans’ 
Fund of St. Louis. The income arising from 
the management of the cemetery, after the 
expenses of improvement had been paid, and 
a certain reserve fund for that purpose in the 
future was established, wentto the support 
ofthe orphans. Itis from that reserve fund 
that the first payment of $20,000 on the pres- 
ent purchase isto be made. Th” remaining 
payments of $25,000 each will be made from 
the income arising from the new addition 
itself. The necessity for providing for the 
extension of the boundaries of Calvary 
Cemetery will be recognized when it is 
stated that the only other Oatholic 
Cemetery in St. Louis is that of the parish of 
8S. Peter and Paul, which is also owned by 
Archbishop Kenrick, as Calvary originally 
was. The SS. Peter and Paul Cemetery,how- 
ever, offers burial ground only for the dead 
ofthat one parish. In Calvary there must be 
provided the last resting place for the dead 
of the remaining forty -nine Catholic parishes 
in St. Louis.

ment. 
— battle of last week was fought on 
the Pampa of Dolores on the 19th inst. The 
Government forces numbered 8,000, and at 
the War Department I was informed that the 
Revolutionists had 5,000 men. The Revolu- 
tiontsts were defeated, but it is impossible 


to get any details of the engagement. 

A large number of soldiers have been sent 
into the Northern Provinces to drive out the 
Revolutionists. At Talcahuano and at Con- 
cepcion the Government has 5,000 soldiers. 
These troops were to make a descent on the 
Northern Provinces, but the plans of the 
officers have been changed somewhat by the 
gesertion of the First Regiment of Infantry, 
which has toa man gone Over to the Revolu- 


tionists. 

On the 1*th inst. several regiments of Gov- 
ernment troops succeeded in eluding the 
Revolutionists, and were transported to Arica 
and Tarapaca. On the same day the Govern- 
ment stationed 5,000 soldiers at Iquique. 

MEMORABLE DAYS. 

By farthe most memorable days thus far 

are the th, 2th and 26th. On those days 
. blood fowed in torrents at Iquique and Tara- 

paca. For some time the Government forces 

have been watching the revolutionists at 

Iquique, and the headquarters of the revolu- 
tionists at Hospicca between Iquique and Pisa- 
qua. Suddenly on the 24th inst. the revolution- 
ists began a second bombardment of Iquique. 
The attack was so sudden that the people had 

time to prepare for the murderous fre 

uch was opened on the town. 

But the fre fromthe vessels in the harbor 

snotthe only method of attack adopted 
by the revolutionists. Their large land 
forces aided in the destruction. While the 

Government forces were well trained their 
work did little good, as all their efforts were 
morethan offset by the concerted action of 
the land and naval forces of the revolution- 
ists. The encampments of the Government 
forces are completely destroyed. 

Inthe city almost every house which was 
left standing after the first bombardment 
several weeks ago was destroyed utterly. 
Late in the afternoon a pitched battle oc- 
curred between the land forces, in which 2 
were killed. The battle is said to have been a 
most vicious one, the previous fighting hav- 
ing apparently stimulated the soldiers on 
both sides to ight like wild beasts. 

When night drew on hostilities were sus- 
pended, but on the following day the fighting 
was resumed with greater vigor than ever. 
Three pitched battles were fought during the 
day. Late in the afternoon the fighting 
ceased, for there were few Government sol- 
mers left who were able tofight. Col. Robles 
escaped with the fragments of his army to 
the mountains, pursued by the rebels. 

The Government forces were terribly beat- 
en, and at nightfall on the 26th there was left 
in Iquique but a of ruins and piles of 
Gead bodies. The y sounds were the 
moaning of the wounded and dying. The 
town was totally ruined, and fully 1,20) peo- 
ple were Killed. Asis usually the casein the 
bombardment of cities, fre added to the hor- 
rors of the situation. 

Just fore the bombardment began the 
councils of all Governments represented at 
Iqu! jue protested against the brutality of the 
Revolutionists in commencing a bombard- 
ment without giving at least the women and 
— ren an Opportunity to escape to a place 
Of safety. 

BOMBARDMENT OF TARAPACA. 

But by far the most merciless battle that 
has yet been fought occurred on the follow- 
ing, the 2th instant, at Tarapaca. The 
revolutionists attacked the city and Gevern- 
ment fo rees by sea and by land. The firing 
began early in the morning and continued 
for several hours. destroying 2,000 peopie. 
More terrible scenes were enacted during the 
bombardment than have been enacted in all 
the previous battles and bombardments 
Which bave taken place in the revolution, 
not even excepting Pisaqua. When the firing 
began the inhabitants made a wild rush for 
the heights back of the town, bat they were 
Sopped by the relentless fre from 

the land forces. Balmaceda’ stroops fought 
tke Ugers and were met by the rebels with 
‘qual ferocity. The scenes were frightful. 
Men fought hand to hand conflicts by them 

ves. They pursued the defenseless ones 
into the houses, where many were brutally 
cut down on both sides. Consecrated ground 
was not exempt from the ravages of the 
rebels for some severe fighting occurred in 
the churches, where hundreds of women and 
children were praying forthe safety of their 
busbands and brothers. Soon after the dom 
bardment began several large buildings were 
discovered to be on fire. Hundreds of peopie 
who had taken refuge in their homes were 
driven from them by the flames only to de 

EJ Shot down when they sought new places of 
refuge. The scores of heartrending scenes 
between mothers and thetr children seemed 
to Dave no effect on the soldiers except 
t stimulate them to new outrages, 
to more devilish actions. The sight of young 
mothers trying to protect their little ones 
dea to their thirst fomplooa. It is said that 
the only way in which this flendish hand to 
hand fighting can be explained, probably, is 
the fact that personal rancor entered largely 
into the bat Many old feuds were settled 
forever at the bombardment of Tarapaca 
The town is a tota! “wreck. Every prominent 
building has been leveled to the ground. 
tber by shot from the besieging vessels or 
by Ore.

TRAFFIO ASSOCIATION. 


How the New Trunk Line Will Affect 
the Vanderbilt Roads—Ohauncey NX. 
Depew’s Views on the Great North- 
west Railway—-Why It Was Built— 
Railroad News. 


NEw Tom, April 1.—The recent agree- 
Ment between the New York Central and the 
Canadian Pacific Rallroad by which the latter 
road secures terminal facilities in New York 
and becomes atrunk line out of this city 
raigedthe question of rate disturbances in 
the Trunk Line and the Central Traffic Asso- 
clations. The Canadian Pacific has hitherto 
maintained an independent position that 
made it more or less a rate disturbance and 
it was broadiy hinted that the new agree- 
ment must lead to strained relations between 
the New York Central and the other lines 
in the association. It is announced, 
however, that the agreement of the Vander- 
dut and Canadian lines makes provisions for 
this. The Canadian Pacific, itis said, has 
announced its intention to maintain rates. 
This agreement applies only to freight trame, 
plans for a passenger alliance between the 
two systems not having been considered as 
yet. Hitherto the freight reaching this city 


from the Canadian Pacific has not amounted 


% more than twenty carloads a day. Itis 
Bow expected that a large volume of business 
will de turned in this direction, the leading 
articles of freight being lumber from Canada 
and teas, eis, etc., from China and India 
by way of Vancouver Island. 

MR. DEPEW’S VIEWS. 

The Canadian Pacific,’’ said C. M. Depew 
yesterday, ‘‘has become, through the active 
assistance of the Canadian Government, the 
greatest road in Canada and one of the larg- 

t systems in North America. Its construc- 
tion, I believe, wasa partof the scheme of 
Sir John Macdonald's administration to 
strengthen itself by developing Canadian re- 
sources and peopling Canadian territory. 
The gentlemen who were immediately in 
charge of it, Sir Joseph Stephen and Mr. Van 
Horne, were very able men and under their 
direction its construction has reached the 
Pacific coast, also the whole of the wheat 
belt, which is said to be capable of sus- 
taining a very large agricultural population, 
and the limitless forests and the mineral 
resources in what had hitherto been prac- 
tically an uninhabited, if not unexplored, 
territory. The road also reaches now every 
conceivable point in the old settled parts of 
Canada. It has established a line of steam- 
ers subsidized by the British Government 
from its Pacific terminus to China and Japan. 
It has now 7,000 miles of road constructed and 
8,000 more in course of construction. Most of 
this is in Canadian territory. Of course it 
meets some competition at Chicago and De- 
troit, and also with the Northwestern roads 
at Duluth and Minneapolis, but the great bulk 
of tts business, that for which it was bullt, 
igs and must always be within the Dominion 
of Canada. Aroad properly managed cov- 
ering such vast territory must necessarily 
— great amount of business destined 

the seaboard. I think the business of the 
road is yet in itsinfancy. The Canadian Pa- 
cific has its oon road to Portland, Me., and 
reaches Boston through a direct alliance with 
the Boston & Maine and its affiliated lines. 
The company has for several years hada 
great desire to reach New York. Its man- 
agers had examined the Rome & Watertown 
system, in connection with the Ontario & 
Western, and there had also been various 
projects of building up through the 
Adirondacks from Schenectady and then 
belting the west shore to Jersey City. From 
conversations I have repeatedly had with the 
Canadian Face managers in the last five 
years I know that while they are determined 
to reach New York their desire was to do so if 
possible over the existing lines. If we had 
been permitted to construct our Mohawk & 
St. Lawrene line it was our intention to tie it 
to the Canadian Pacific at some point on the 
St. Lawrence River. 

TAPPING NEW YORK. 

The acquisition of the Rome & Watertown 
system by the New York Central gives 
an outlet to the Union Pacific from New 
York. It already does a large business 
with the Rome & Watertown by ferrying 
across the river at Brockville. At Brockville 
the island in the river makes the construction 
of a bridge easy and cheap andthe Canadian 
Pacific has been contemplating the construc- 
tion of that bridge. It cannot be other than 
beneficial to New York to bring this increas- 
ing traffic here as against other competitive 
and seaboard points. Of course, we never 
can get the whole of it, because Boston will 
naturally receive a share and the long line of 
the Canadian Pacific to Portland will have to 
be fed. But the attraction of gravitation in 
the New York Harbor will De 
sufficient with proper traffic agree- 
ment between the New York Centraland the 
Canadian Pacific to largely increase the pro- 
portions which should come here, It will un- 
doubtedly benefit the Oanadian Pacific to 
have a direct and strong line into New York. 
As far ag its effects on the other trunk lines 
are concerned, it cannot be otherwise than 
beneficial. The Canadian Pacific is at present 
in mone of the associations East or West. It 
is therefore always a factor outside 
the Oentral Traffic Asssociation and 
the Trunk Line Association.

WILL 8UE THE DIRECTORS. 


Receiver Stephens of the Fifth Nationa 
Bank to Bring Suit. 


From the present outlook it seems by no 
means improbable that the depositors of 
the defunct Fifth National Bank will re- 
ceive 100 per cent on the 
dollar. Last night Receiver Lon V. Stephens 
arrived in the city and spent to-day in con- 
sultation with Uni States District Attorney 
Reynolds and other lawyers in reference to 
bringing suit against the directors. In reply 
to a question as to the result of the conference 
Stephens said: ‘‘I have decided to bring 
the suits, and they will be filed in a short 
time. They will be brought against the 
directors, and the only question involved will 
be one of fact, as inthe Overstolz case the 
question of law was decided in favor of the 
depositors, I believe that I can bring all the 
proof necessary, although the case will 
naturally be bitterly fought. IfIcan obtain 
the loan of $50,000 from the directors I can pay 
all Gepositors in full.’’ The Fifth National 
Bank failed on Nov. 1887, with Mabili- 
ties amounting to $1,700,000. Depositors have 
received 9% per cent of their claims,’ 
and a further payment of 8 per cent will be 
made this week. Ifthe suit against the di- 
rectors is won, they will be paid in full. In 
addition to Williams and Shackleford, the 
regular attorneys of the receiver, he will be 
assisted in the coming suit by the District 
Attorney and Lubke & Muench.

George Dickson Knocks Out Cal McCarthy 
in Twenty-Two Rounds—Racing on Dif- 
ferent Tracks—Base Balland Sporting 
News of All Kinds, 


Now that Dixon and McCarthy have de- 
cided the feather- weight championship, the 
eyes of the pugilistic world will be turned to 
the attempts to match Fitzsimmons and Hall 
tor the middie-weight championship, and to 
the fight to take place before the California 
Olub in May between Jim Corbett and Peter 
Jackson. The two are twoof the cleverest and 
most scientific middle-weights in the world, 
and the greatest interest attaches to their 
meeting. Both, are more of boxers than 
fighters according to general belief, but there 
is no doubt about the ability of either to make 
a good fight in the ring. While Jackson has 
never met a really first-class man in this 
country, he has fought some pretty fair ones 
and has whipped them with the greatest of 
ease. Corbett’s reputation rests almost solely 
on his boxing, but he twice fought and 
whipped Joe Choynski, who has since proved 
himself quite a pugilist. It is said that John 
L. Sullivan will be one of Corbett’s seconds 
in his ight with Jackson. 

One of the California papers stated about a 
week ago that Corbett was not in the best of 
condition. This is, however, denied by the 
San Francisco Report, which says, while Cor- 
bett cannot be said to be in as good con- 
dition as he will be on the night of the 
combat, he is in very good shape considering 
the short time he has been working, and 
there is Uttle danger of his getting out of fit 
so long as John Donaldson is his trainer. 
Corbett never did show much color in his 
face, but a close observer of his skin lately 
could easily gee that it was fresh and entirely 
free from the malarial appearance which it 
had when de returned from the East. In 
conversat with a reporter Corbett said he 
never felt in his life. 

The numerous stories about Corbett’s con- 
dition, since he went into training can per- 
haps be traced back to Donaldson. At 
present Jackson is a great favorite, and 
Donaldson, whois no fool, has an object in 
view in underrating Corbett as much as pos- 
sible., There is every indication that Corbett 
will have the short end of the betting, but 
there will be no reason why Jackson should 
be a 2 to 1 favorite, as Donaldson is evidently 
trying to make him. 

Jackson is training as hard as Corbett and 
makes no fuss about it, but his friends wanta 
„Square deal’’ in the betting. Jackson is at 
Joe Dieves’ and excludes no one, except 
loafers and people who give him bad cigars, 
from visiting him and drawing their own 
conclusions as to his fitness for the ring. He 
has by no means reached perfection, but he 
is getting there rapidly. Jackson has no 
‘*picnic’’ ahead in Corbett, and he knows 
this as well as any one else. 

Corbett and Jackson are training for the 
contest of their lives, and, barring accidents, 
will meet each other on an equality, so far as 
condition is concerned. 


DIXON KNOCKS OUT M’CARTHY. 

Troy, N. T., April 1.—George Dixon, the 
Boston colored boy, won the 115-pound cham- 
pionship of the world last night by defeating 
Cal McOarthy of Jersey City in twenty-two 
hotly contested rounds at the Cribb Club 
rooms in this city in the presence of 2,000 
people. Besides the championship, the fight 
was for a purse of $4,000 offered by the club. 
The men weighed in at 38 o'clock 
in the afternoon, McCarthy tipping 
the scales at 14% pounds, while 
Dixon weighed 118 pounds even. The 
fight was advertised for 9o’clock, but Me- 
Carthy did not put in an appearance until 
10:15 o’clock. Jere Dunn was the referee. 
while Jack McAuliffe and Billy Madden sec- 
onded McCarthy and Tom O' Rourke and 
Howie Hodgkins were back of Dixon. 

At 10:30 o’clock the mill opened. After 
some beautiful sparring by both McCarthy 
finally landed on Dixon’s jaw with his left. 
A lively exchange followed, and as they 
broke away McCarthy delivered a hard 
punch in the neck, Dixon countering on the 
cheek. More scientific sparring closed the 
round. | 

McCarthy rushed Dixon tothe popesin the 
second round, and after some very pretty 
fighting the colored boy staggered his antago- 
nist with a right-hander in the face and 
quickly followed up his advantage by deliv- 
eringa left hand punch that brought Mc- 
Carthy to his knees. The white boy stag- 
gered to his feet, but was sent tothe floor 
withaleft hand swing. Then he clinched 
until the bell rang. 

Dixon was strong and confident and McCar- 
thy weak when they came up for the third 
round. The game little Jersey man rushed 
the Boston boy, but could do no dumage. He 
finally landeda lefthander on Dixon’s jaw 
and cleverly held the colored boy off. Dixon 
got McCarthy on the ropes and played a tat- 
too on the back of his neck. After receiving 
two successive left-handers on the jaw the 
white boy went down and was cleverly avoid- 
ing Dixon’s terrific drives when time was 
called, 

There was some clever fighting done by 
both in the fourth round, andthe fifth round 
brought out some beautiful work by the little 
fellows. After staggering McCarthy with a 
hard left hand swing on the jaw, Dixon 
fought him to the floor, and there were cries 
of foul.““ McCarthy struggled to his feet 
and delivered a Dlow that caused his antagon- 
ist’s left eye to commence to close very fast. 

In the sixth round McCarthy appeared to be 
growing stronger and hadatrifiethe better 
of the round. 

Dixon broke MeOarthy’s nose in the seventh 
round with a left hand swing. 


Twice in the eighth round Dixon landed on 


McCarthy's sore hose the white boy re- 
taliated by splitting hegro’s lip. 

McCarthy was. weak in the ninth, but dia 
some clever work, He was very groggy 
when the bell pe, 

In the tenth M hy got home a left-hand 
upper-cut and received in return several rib- 
roasters. 

The little New Jersey man, who had been 
displaying remarkable cleverness and gen- 
eralship all through the fight, despite the 
fact that he was overmatched and much the 
weaker, surprised Dixon in the eleventh 
round by smashing himinthe mouth. When 
the negro rushed at him he reéceived the 
clever New Jersey man’s elbow and at the 
close of the round received from Cal another 
jab in his injured eye. 

McOarthy slipped and fellin the twelfth 
round and as he arose received a left-hander 
in the Jaw which sent him against the ropes 
and made him very groggy, all but knocking 
him out. The white boy saved himself by 
hugging his antagonist. 

Neither did anything in the thirteenth, and 
McCarthy was fighting on the offensive when 
the fourteenth round closed. 

In the fifteenth the white boy viciously up- 
per-cut Dizon twice, and while the latter was 
dazed and fighting wild he received two more 
such blows. The round was decidedly Mc -

It was evident that McOarthy was done for 
and the twenty-second round witnessed his 
knock out. He was groggy when he came up 
for it and Dixon fought him all over the ring, 
finally flooring him witharight-hand swing 
on the neck. Seven times in succession was 
he sent down only to arise again every time 
except the last, when his legs refused to sup- 
port him. McCarthy was up before ten sec- 
onds expired, but his seconds were unable to 
rally him for the twenty-third round and 
Dixon was awarded the fight. 

As soon as McCarthy was able to get on his 
feet he shook the hand of his conqueror. The 
white boy’s face was badly marked, while a 
cut over the eye and a bruised mark were the 
only evidences the victor displayed of the en- 
counter, The fight was one of the most sei- 
entific ever witnessed, and only McCarthy’s 
wonderful cleverness and generaiship ena- 
bled him to stand up so long before his hard- 
hitting antagonist. 


THE TURF. 

Trainer Matt Byrne hasin his stable two 
8-year olds belonging to Marcus Daly, the 
Montana Copper King, whichthe New York 
WORLD predicts as certain to attract public 
attention this year. One is an American, the 
other a stranger, imported from England last 
fail. Montana, the bay son of Ban Fox, dam 
imported Queen, was seen but three times by 
race-goers last season. The way he won the 
Oarteret Handicap at Monmouth, beating sev- 
eral of the cracks, stamped him as a promis- 
ing 2-year-old. He was then beaten for 
the Futurity and Great Eastern Handicaps, 
but finished well up in both races. 

Montana has grown into a slashing 3-year- 
old, the living picture of his sire. He has 
rather filled out than grown,as he was always 
a dig colt. Indeed, here was the secret of his 
rare appearances iast year. For, said his 
trainer, he was such a big colt we had to 
be very careful ot him. He has wintered ex- 
ceedingly well, and I expect tosee him make 
his mark this coming season if all things go 
well.“ 

The imported stranger is the 3-year-old 
chestnut colt Inverness, by Cymbal, dam 
Belle of Scotiand, for which Marcus Daly is 
said to have paid $45,000. It is not difficult to 
see that both owner and trainer think very 
highly of him. He is a capital specimen of 
the English thoroughbred, has wintered well 
and seems to be thoroughly satisfied with the 
change of climate and scene. He is entered 
in most of the prominent 8-year-old 
stakes that have closed since his purchase. 
His career in England was a creditable one,as 
he won five out of eight races, one of which 
was a walk-over. .
